IMTCKLOCUTOR. 

A Statement of the receipts and pay- 
ments of his Majesty's bounty, endingtiie 
29th of September last, was siibinitted to 
the Interlocutor, and found correct and 
«atisfactory. 

The accounts of the Treasurer of the 
Widows' fund up the 1st of October 1813 
were examined and found correct. 

Dr. W. Neilson declined malcing the se- 
cond motion of which he had given no- 
tice in 1811, but proceeded to maice the 
first, viz. that the eleventh regulation of 
the Widow's fund, as published in 1809, be 
repealed. ThU- motion after some discus- 
sion was withdrawn. 

Mr. James Bankhead gave notice that 
he will bring forward a motion next year 
to permit, under certain restrictioni, de- 
graded ministers to continue connected 
with the Widows' fund. 

Dr. Black reported, that he had lent the 
balance of the Widows' fund in iii« hands, 
according to the instructions of last year's 
Interlocutor t^i William TodJ, esq, and 
that he had taken a mortgage on tlie lands 
of Buncrana for that bulancc and the 
sum formerly lent to Mr. Todd. 

Ordered that the annuity to the Wid- 
ow's this year be jC40, and that the pay- 
ments be half yearly.

CHEAP BOOK SOCIEt r. 

At a Meeting held at the Koyal Exchange, 
on Thursday, 26th of May, 1814, Lord 
Viscount Valentia, in the Chair — 
It was resolved unanimously, 
I'hat inasmuch as Societies exist in this 
country, for circulating Bibles and religi- 
ous tracts, but none, the sole object of 
which, is, to provide good booic^, not uf a 
religious description, for the use of the 
poor:— ill is therefore expedient to form 
a Society, ior printing and publishing, at 
a cheap rate, sucli useful and instructive 
books, as may supersede the immoral pub- 
lications, now used in Schools, and a- 
mongst the lower classes of the people, 
without, at the same time^ interferilig with 
any peculiar religious opinions. 

The following are amongst the rules and 
regulations, laid down for the governmeut 
of this Society. 

Ist, That this Society be denominated 
" The Cheap Bmk Stciety, for providing use- 
ful and instructive books, for the lower 
orders in Irelaiul." 

9th. That a subscription of one guinea, 
shall constitute the donor, a niembei uf 
the Society for one year. 

lOih. That a subscription of ten guineas, 
paid at one time, shall constitute the don- 
or a member for life. 

lllh That life and annual subscribers, 
shall have a privilege of obtaining books, 
from the Society grdtis, to amount of one 
fourth part of their subscriptions, respec- 
tively. 

The other rules and regulations of thir 
Society, relate to the appointment of its 
olficers,to the meetings of the Committee, 
which are to take place monthly, or ofteiier 
if necessary, to the general meetings ot tde 
Society, which are to be held on ihe se- 
cond Tuesday in May, in every year, and 
to the mode of calling extra general meet- 
ings, and altering the rules of the Society 
when necessary.

To the Editor of the l/ltttr Recorder, 
Sir, — Your conieniporary the i^ewfj 
Telegraph now comes to si subject in his 
review of political events, ot the most 
vital importance to the British nation at 
large ; a subject in which every individual 
in the country has his interest more or less 
involved ; that is, the present state ot 
the circulating inedium He has laboured 
hard, but with considerable ingenuity to 
prove thar the present gr^k disparity be- 
tween bank notes and the^n^cious metals, 
is not owing to a depreciation of bank 
notes, but to a great rise in the price of 
gold and silver bullion. It may pcbaps 
appear to many of your readers, that it is 
ttiiimporlatit to them, to wliich of ttiuse 
Causes ihfe disproportiiiti may be attiibut- 
ed, and that while ba*tilc notes procure fur 
fis tile necessaries of life, we need not 
lament the dearth or scarcity of guld and 
silver. Were this country entirely liiicuii 
nected with other nations, I would agree 
with him, that paper might, as a circu- 
)atiiig medium, auswer every purpose »i 
well as the metiils ; but in' ou'r present sii- 
Uatiou, as a nation of merchants and 
manufactiirers, our very existence depend- 
ing upon out coi^nexiohs with' other coun- 
tries, I am obliged to view the matier in 
a very different liglit, and on Iliis ocCMioii, 
aH well as in some other points of his po- 
Iiticat review, I shall, with ^sd! defer- 
ence to his chciracter and ahitties, endea- 
vour to shew the fallacy of your cuuteui* 
ptirary's reasoning. 

It must he admitted by him, that ev«ry 
article rises or fails in value, in propor- 
tioii to the abundance or scarcitv *if that 
article at market; add that we h^ve no 
other mode of asce^taiiiiiig the value t>f 
any co.~niAodiiy, but by coiu|)aria2 it with
